Mr, D. Winn was present, ac 
companied by Messrs, ‘T. Row- 
les, sr, and A, Parenteau in re- 
gard to seizure for arrears of 
tuxes by the Municipal builiff. 

Mr, Winn pointed out that 
there was an error in the dates 
for which the taxes were due 
on the warrant, and that in 
certain other cases the Munici- 
pality had treated their claims 


with leniency, He offered to 
pay $50 28 a tull settlement if 
the Municipality wouldjlft the 
seizure, He also objected that 
considerable of the property 
seized was not his, and should 
not have been included. 

The Municipal bailiff was pre- 
sent, and stated that all prop- 
erty seized by him was tound 
on land still in possession of Mr. 
Winn at the time of the seizure. 

The Council stated that they 
did not feel disposed to acezpt the offer 
made and Mr. Winn stating that this 
was the limit he was prepared to pay 
and if not accepted the Council would 
have to proceed, 

Mr. Rowles pointed out that he had 
advised the bailiff in regard to property 
admitted by Mr. Winn to be his, and 
the bailiff explained that on proof of 
ownership he had been prepared to 
release it, but that he was within his 
rights in making seizure of any property 
found on the premises of the defaulter 
within the Municipality, 

Moved Walker.—That whereas if the 
powers of the bailiff were to be open 
to question in regard to property 
elaimed by other parties than the person 
in whose possession it were found, and 
they were to be at liberty to remove 
same disregarding the seizure, no en- 
forcement of — collection as laid 
down by the Municipal Act could 
be made effective, and that as it appear- 
ed possible that it might become neces. 
sary sooner or later to allow a case to go 
to the courts if it were necessary to 
prove what the rights ofthe Municipality 
in regard to seizure are, that this be re- 
garded asa test case, and that the bailiff 
be instructed to notify the police to trace 
the property that had been removed and 
as soon as the same was restored to the 
premises to proceed with the sale.

Great Seal of Britain 


New Emblem of Royal Authority Is to 


Be Made 
The passing of the Royal ‘Titles 
Gill, whereunder the titles of IIIs 
Majesty and of Parliament are 
changed to conform with views pre 


sented by the Imperial Conference, 


necessitates the provision of a new 
Great Seal, the specific emblem of 
royal authority Any document to 
which the Great Seal is attached is 
the instrument by whieh the will of 
the Sovereign is declared, such as 
proclhumations sununening Pariia 
ment, charters to towns, treaties with 
forelyn power credentials to ambas 
sadors, patents of nobility, and ap 
pointments of colonial governors. 

The Lord Chancellor is responsible 
for the safety of the Great Seal, ot 
rather of the moulds, and keeps them 
in @ secret safe whose whereabouts is 
supposed to be known only to hit 
self, though history records the lac 
that during the reign of George LIT 
burglars carried it off from the prem 
ises of Lord Thurlow then Lord 
Chancellor This is the only ocea 
sion on which a Great Seal is known 
to have been permanently lost
